The  poor  quality  together  with  the  snail  crop  will  prohahly  increase 
the  denand  for  foreign  potatoes.

The  area  planted  to  cotton  in  Uganda  is  57^,11^  acres  as  compared  with 
^1S,600  acres  last  year  or  an  increase  of  3S  per  cent,  according  to  a  cahle 
from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture.    An  unofficial  report  places 
the  prohahle  crop  at  l67,000  hales  of  kjS  pounds.     This  would  he  nearly  douhle 
the  1923-2U  crop  of  3^,000  hales.

FAPZET  PROSPECTS 
L^gdOa  Ititter  Prices  Show  Further  Decline 

After  five  nonths  of  seasonal  scarcity  and  conparatively  high  price  of 
hutter  in  the  British  na^rkets,  anple  supplies  are  beginning  to  reach  Great 
Britain  fron  the  Colonies  and  prices  on  all  descriptions  except  Da,nish  and 
Dutch  are  materially  lov^er  than  the  prices  of  conparahl-?  grades  in  l\rew  York. 
Shipments  afloat  fron  Uew  Zealand  and  Australia  are  now  much  heavier  than  a 
year  ago.     Pron  Australia  there  was  afloat  on  ^ecenher  I3,  according  to  the 
Grocer  (London),  practically  16, 000, 000  pounds.     This  was  nearly  twice  as  nuch 
as  a  year  ago  when  on  Decemher  22  the  quantity  was  g,755»000  pounds.  Corre- 
sponding figures  for  iTe.w  Zealand  are  23,375>000  pounds  and  IS, 302,000  pounds. 
German  buying  is  principally  fron  Denmark  and  the  Netherlands,  and  the  fact  that 
Gema,n  dem^and  has  recently'  heen  stronger  than  it  was  hefore  the  war  accounts 
for  the  relatively  higher  prices  on  hutter  fron  those  sources.     Dutch  hutter 
especially  is  very  scarce  in  London.    Uew  Zealand  hutter  on  January  2  was  sell- 
ing in  London  as  nuch  as  six  cents  lower  the,n  92  score  hutter  in  ^'^ew  York,  with 
the  Danish  official  quotation  for  the  first  tine  in  nonths  slightly  helow  ITew 
York,  according  to  cahled  information  from  the  American  Agricultural  C ommii s s i one: 
in  London.     The  market  on  that  date  was  reported  weak  with  declining  p rices. 
A  detailed  statement  of  prices  in  Copenhagen,  London  and  Uew  York  appears  on 
page  2h. 

The  Shanghai  Market  for  Prepared  Milk 

American  hrands  of  evaporated  and  condensed  milk  are  slightly  r-ore  pop- 
ular than  hrands  from  ether  sources  in  Shanghai,  according  to  a  report  from 
Edwin  S.  Cunninghan:^,  American  Consul  General  at  that  city.     The  Chinese  popu- 
lation is  showing  increasing  interest  in  all  forms  of  prepared  milk,  owing  to 
the  uncertainty  of  the  fresh  milk  supply  in  Sha,nghai.     The  natives  prefer 
condensed  milk,  while  foreign  residents  use  larger  quantities  of  the  evaporat- 
ed product.    European  and  Australian  hrands  appear  to  com.pete  on  almost  equal 
terns,  apparently  none  of  them  enjoying  the  preference  shown  the  American 
product. 
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IXill  App le  Markets  in  London  and  Livonoool 

Stagnation  characterized  the  apple  narkets  of  London  and  Liverpool  during 
the  holidays,  according  to  a  cahle  iron  Agricultural  Conr-.issioner  ivl^j.  Apple 
prices  have  rer.iained  unchanged  for  the  past  two  weeks,  there  heing  very  little 
denand  and  few  sales.    Regular  quotations  will  "be  res^aned  next  week. 

Good  Demand  for  Anerican  Apples  in  Itanchester 

There  is  a  steady  dei:iajid  for  Anerican  apples  in  Manchester,  England,  and 
its  environs,  according  to  a  report  fron  Ross  3.  Holaday,  Anerican  Consul  at 
that  city.    Both  "barreled  and  hoxed  apples,  especially  the  letter,  are  reported 
to  he  selling  at  higher  prices  than  last  season.    Box  apples  "being  35.2  to  70.4 
cents  a  hox  dearer  notwithstanding  that  the  condition  of  several  varieties  is 
said  to  he  lower.     Some  weeks  ago  it  was  feared  that  the  supply  of  apples  would 
he  short  owing  to  the  relative  scarcity  of  Anerican  and  Ccmxa^dian  apples.  The 
lianchester  market,  however,  is  experiencing  no  shortage  and  stocks  are  ixving 
at  price  levels  considerahly  higher  than  those  prevailing  during  the  I923  season. 

Opport-'jnities  for  Anerican  Flour  in  Ehineland 

Superior  quality  hps  gained  favor  for  Anerican  flour  in  the  Ehineland, 
according  to  a  report  fron  Znil  Sauer,  Anerican  Consul  at  Cologne.  The 
general  preference  for  the  Anerican  product  indicates  opportunities  for 
increased  sales  to  supply  the  12,000,000  of  population  in  the  EhinelrXxd  and 
Westphalia.     Considerable  quantities  of  grain  are  raised  in  this 
industrial  area,  but  It  is  expected  that  hy  the  end  of  JcjiTiary  inport  require- 
nents  will  offer  f-arther  opportunities  for  the  sale  of  Anerican  flo-'or  on  con-- 
signnent. 

Finland  to  Purchase  Rye  in  the  United  States 

The  Russian  8.gent  at  Helsingfors,  Finland  has  announced  Russia's  in- 
ahility  to  nake  further  deliveries  of  rye  to  Finland,  according  to  a  report 
fron  J.  F.  McG-urk,  Ajnerican  Consul  at  that  city.     The  Soviet  agent  is  quoted 
as  saying  that  he  has  nale  arrangenents  to  purchase  as  nach  rye  in  the  United 
States  as  Finland  fornerly  secured  fron  Russia.     Crop  failures  arc  expected 
to  prohihit  Russian  ercports  of  rye  to  Finland  for  an  indefinite  period, 

Danish  Firn  l^kies  Russian  Fatter  Contract 

A  Danish  firn,  "The  Siberian  Conprny"  has  contracted  with  the  Soviet 
Government  for  the  sale  to  foreign  countries  of  considerable  quantities  of 
butter  available  for  export,  according  to  a  report  from  E.  F.  Withey,  Anerican 
Consul  at  Copenhagen,  Dennark.     The  report  states  that  during  the  first  year 
of  the  contract  approximately  7,300,000  pounds  will  be  e>:ported  by  that  firm 
alone  and  about  10,000,000  poimds  d-'oring  each  succeeding  year. 
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Germany  i.s-Tnalrin£^  rapid  strides  tov/"nrds  her  pre-trar  neat  production, 
vvl  f.h  tTxe-  exception  of  pork.     Accordin,"  to  figures  for  inspected  slaughter 
for  the  first  nine  nonths  of  ccr.pcred  with  the  sane  periods  of  I923 

and  19135  "beef  production  has  reached  06  per  cent  of  pre-v.'a.r;  veal  ICl  per 
cent  and  mutton  77  per  cent.     Swine  slaughterings  wore  only  59  P^^  cent  of 
pre-v;ar  "but  were  72  per  cent  greater  than  the  sane  period  last  year.  Im- 
ports of  pork  products  for  the  first  9  months  of  I92U  are  also  larger  than 
for  the  same  period  last  year.     See  pa^e  23. 

Livestock  returns  for  all  provinces  in  Canadp.  except  British 
Columliia  as  of  J-'oxie  I92U  show  increases  except  in  the  ca.se  of  sheep.  These 
provinces  in  I923  had  97  per  cent  of  the  cattle,  9S  per  cent  of  the  sheep 
a„nd  99  per  cent  of  the  swine  in  all  Canada.     Cattle  increased  2  per  cent 
during  1924  and  swine  I5  per  cent.     Sheep  decreased  3  per  cent. 

Meat  pa.cking  operations  in  Uruguay  returned  to  normal  during  the 
week  of  l\ioven"ber  I7.     During  Septemher  and  October  there  was  very  little 
activity  in  the  local  cattle  market.    As  a  result  of  recent  drov-ghts  the 
shortage  of  narketahle  cattle  has  "been  pronounced.     Reports  indicate  that 
cattle  are  coning  to  market  light  and  prices  are  comparatively  high. 

A  50  per  cent  loss  is  reported  in  this  season^ s  laralD  crop  in 
Uruguay  due  to  cold  weather,  according  to  advices  received  from  the  American 
Consulate  at  Montevideo.     The  numher  of  sheep  in  I923  was  estimiated  at 
17,510,000  compared  with  11,^73,000  in  I916. 

The  marketing  of  the  new  season's  \;ool  clip  in  South  America  is 
now  in  full  swing,  prices  in  Buenos  Aires  approximiating  very  closely  those 
ruling  in  Hew  Zealandc     The  clip  is  somewhat  "burry,  hut  well  grown^  sound 
and  generally  attractive.     So  far  France  has  "been  the  principal  "buyer, 
purchasing  chiefly  the  fine  merinos  while  other  European  and  American 
"buyers  generally  have  a.s  yet  done  very  little.     The  che.racter  and  condition 
of  the  wool  is  sa^id  to  he  excellent. 

The  latest  estir.ate  of  the  Urugar^yan  wool  clip  for  I92V-25  places 
it  at  105,000  hales  or  10U,l60,000  po-onds  in  the  grease.     The  first  estimate 
this  year  was  94,050,000  po-unds  and  the  second  99,000,000.     Last  year's 
clip  amounted  to  110,230,000. 

The  Canadian  wool  clip  for  I92U  is  estimated  at  from  12,000,000 
pounds  in  the  grease  to  13,000,000  pounds.     It  is  said  to  "be  of  a  higher 
quality  than  that  of  other  years.     In  late  yoa.rs  a  virtual  revoluti on  has  l^eer 
wrought  in  the  wool  industry  of  Cana„da,  through  cc-oporative  grading  a„nd 
riari':eting,   states  the  Yorkshire  0hs^-;rver.     Today  Ca„nadian  wool  coripares 
fa-vorahly  with  that  of  any  country  and  is  not  only  used  extensively  in 
Ca.nadian  industry  hut  is  going  in  increasing  amounts  to  the  foreign  markets.

The  index  niir^ec  of  all  agricultural  exports  for  November  stood  at  I9U  a- 
gainst  ZOk  for  OctodeT,  hut  vras  higher  than  any  other  month  since  Augiast  I92I.  In 
the  five  months  July  to  Uovemher  I92U  the  aggregate  vaJue  of  principal  agricultural 
exports  was  $976,000,000  against  $756,000,000  for  the  same  cona..odities  in  the  same 
months  of  1523^     Cotton  and  wheat  were  the  outstanding  commodities  of  the  I92U 
period.    Exports  of  flour,  however,  were  smaller  thaji  for  the  I923  period.    The  ex- 
port value  of  wheat  including  flour  for  July  to  IJovemher,  192-1  was  $225,600,000 
compared  with  only  $97,UOO,000  in  the  same  months  of  I923 . 

In  general  tohacco  exports  registered  a  slight  decrease  as  did  corn,  rice 
and  pork  products,  except  sausage  casings.    Dairy  products  showed  increases 

for  the  five  months  July  to  ITovemher  192^  over  the  corre^-ponding  period  1923* 
Increased  dexiand  in  Germ,-,?iy  resulted  in  greater  exports  of  ev-apcra.+  cl 
and  powdered  milk.     T'he  United  I'.ingdon  took  nearly  50^  of  the  increased  butter 
exports.    Imports  of  this  commodity  showed  a  reinarkaole  decline  to  1,7C0,C00  pounds 
against  9,500,000  pounds  for  the  I923  period.    Exports  of  cheese  for  the  period 
under  review  were  only  slightly  greater  th<-m  that  of  last  year,  Cuba,  Mexico  ajid 
Panama  tairing  more  than  50^  of  the  o;uantity  exported.     There  was  a  slight  decrease 
in  exports  of  eggs  in  the  shell,  practically  all  of  which  went  to  Cuba  and  Mexico.

The  production  for  the  year  15^'^  i^i  l3  coimtries  for 
which  statistics  are  availahle  or  for  which  there  is  a  "basis  for  nalcing 
an  estimte  is  greater  than  for  I923  althcurh  not  as  large  as  in  19?2. 
The  crop  in  these  countries  is  estimated  at  ^1 M3  r.illion  pounds  in  1924 
conpared  with  ^"^,719  million  in  1923,  ^7,80?  nillion  in  1922  and  an 
averaee  of  3S,S6U  nillion  for  the  five  years  1909-13.     This  estii.iato, 
however,  does  not  include  India  and  China,   the  largest  rice  proaucing 
countries,  since  no  I92U  production  estimates  are  as  yet  availahle  for  these 
countries. 

Latest  advices  fror.:  India  on  condition  of  the  crop  as  well  as  the 
second  estimate  of  area  point  to  a  larger  crop  this  year  than  last  when  ^ 
it  amounted  to  only  63,388  nillion  pounds  compared  with  75,?23  million  m 
1922  and  7U,27S  million  in  I921.    The  Burma;  rice  crop  is  reported  as  very 
promising.     It  is  estimated  that  11,179,^00  acres  are  likely  to  nature,  or 
SS5,600  acres  more  than  the  final' e stimated  area  under  rice  in  that  province 
last  year.      •  '  ■ 

lice  prodoiction  in  Cochin  China  this  year  is  estimated  at  3,130 
nillion  "Dounds  in  terns  of  cleaned  rice  compared  with  2,S36  in  I923 
according  to  a  cablegram  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture. 
In  Laos  the  crop  is  reported  at  3U0  nillion  pounds  conpared  with  544  in 
1923. 

Production  for  all  provinces  of  Indo-China  reporting  so  far  for 
I92U,   i,e.  Annan,  ^.ochin  China,  Laos  and  Tonlcing,  is  estimated  at  5,525 
minion  pounds  cor.pared  with  5,190  r.illion  pounds  in  I923.    In  I923  these  ^ 
provinces  produced  72  per  cent  of  the  total  crop  of  Indo-China  which  anountea 
to  7,213  mdllion  pounds.     Ass-aning  that  the  production  in  these  provinces 
this'year  is  also  72  per  cent  of  the  total  crop,  the  total  harvest  this  year 
in  Indo-China  would  he  7,700  nillion  pounds  or  ahout  koO  nillion  pounds 
greater  than  last  year.

LASGER  CROP  OF  SPAITISH  GUVS  OIL  .  . 

The  new  crop  of  olive  oil  in  Spain  promises  to  be  above  the  aveiage  pro- 
duction of  325,232  short  tons  for  the  years  I91U-I523,  according  to  P.  A.  Henry, 
American  Consul  at  Barcelona.     Pressing  for  oil  began  about  Decenber  10.  Accu- 
rate figures,  therefore,  will  not  be  available  for  several  nonths.  Unusually 
large  quantities  of  olives  for  pressing  appear  to  be  available.  Varieties 
raised  for  sale  as  eating  olives  are  decidedly  under  the  I523  quajitities.  Por 
Queens  the  crop  appears  to  be  about  one-h^lf  of  that  of  last  year,  and  Manzan- 
illc^  pronise  to  yield  about  one-third  of  the  I523  prod?jLction.     Harvesting  of 
eating  varieties  was  nearing  completion  late  in  October. 

Cons-uii;r., reports  from  Malaga  intimate  a  production  of  oil  olives  of  60^ 
of  the  maximum  drop,  compared  with  50^  of  the  maxirn'om  crop  for  last  year.  In 
all  of  the  olive  producir-g  sections  of  Spain,  considerable  dar.iage  is  reported 
resulting  from  the  a«-t?A._vl ties  of  the  olive  fly  during  October.     This  pest, 
coupled  with  dry  weathlor,  resulted  in  preventing  the  ^ii^ld  of  oil  bearing  olives 
from  reaching  the  highest  point  in  recent  years.     The  S*t  now  being  secured  con- 
tains 7  to  10  per  cent  acid.     5  per  cent  is  recognized  as  a  normal  acid  content, 
indicating  that  this  year»s  oil  will  generally  be  more  acid  than  is  desirable.
